Governor Sadler has committed the 


crowning act of executive infamy in 
vetoing the bill calling for a constitu- 
tional convention, in opposition to the 
well known wishes of at least four- 
fifths of the voters of the State. The 
infamy of the deed is only paralelled 
by the weaknes>s,not to say the idiocy, 
of the "reasons" given for its commis- 
sion, which are ss follows, as published 
in the Appeal: 


"My objection to the bill are founded 


mainly on the history of the passage 
of ths measure as shown by the legis- 
lative officers. If the said history is 
correct RS enrolled on the bi!1, the pro- 
cedure in the legisl«tare is so irregular 
as to create iu my mind a very serious 
doubt respecting the actual enactment 
of the bill in a constitutional manner. 
The financial condition of the State is 
Bach that procedure under the doubt- 
ful authority of the history of the bill, 
which reads as follows, 'March 8tb, 
read third time and lost, ayes 15, nays 
12, absent 3; March 8, returned to Sen 
ate; March 9, returned from Senate to 
Assembly on a recall; reconsidered, 
placed on third reading and final pass 
age; read third time and passed by 
following vote, yeas 21, nays 5, absent 
17,' cannot be considered aa correct." 


As to the'"financial condition of the 


State," which in his opinion is a reason 
for not entailing such expense upon 
the people, Governor Sadler signed 
without hesitation a pauper bill mak- 
ing a charity donation of $1,800 a year 
to the Lieutenant-Governor, which in 
four years will amount to considerably 
more than the entire expense of call- 
ing and holding a constitutional con 
vention. That, however, was only one 
of the several treasury robbing bills 
approved by his excellency during the 
session, notwithstanding the depressed 
"financial condition of the State." 


In regard to the wretched pretext 


that the bill was not "constitutionally 
enacted," the Governor does not pre 
tend taat it failed to receive the con 
stitutional two-thirds majority in both 
branches of the legislature, but baees 
another objection upon what may have 
been a clerical error and which may 
have been committed at the time o 
enrollment, or afterwards, for tha 
matter, as such things are not un 
known in the legislative history of thi 
State. But, presuming that it was an 
innocent clerical error of the enrolling 
clerk or some other legislative official 
there is not a supreme court in th 
United States, not even excepting Ne 
vada's, that would declare invalid an 
act on account of a trifliug clerica 
error or slight incongruity iu its legis 
lative history, when it could be clear! 
proven that it had received a constitu 
tioual majority in both houses. It:

Another thing: The bill was not onl 
the most meritorious, but the mos 
important to the people of the Stat 
than any that was paused during th 
session. Why did he not examine i
